furnished me with some detailed information on subject from which I 
quote the following essential passages: 

"This agent was recmiued by Swarthout around 
February 191+8. . .He had also been a former Abwehr man, a 
subordinate of Swarthout in the Balkans. . .Recently he has 
been surveying various border areas for us, with a view 
to developing border-crossing operations. In this 
connection he has surveyed the US Zane/Sovzone border from 
around Hersfeld south to Mellr ichstadt. . * Tt 

3* I recommend subject for employment as a district agent on 
a full-time basis, to be paid 750 D.M, per month which would cover 
both his salary — 1+00. D.M.— and his expenses for travel, operational 
entertainment and the like. His employment is to begin on 1 June, 
by which date his employment by KARL will be terminated.
